“Details from Local Papers. 


Kobo oxchunges to hand to day give long 
Accounts of tho great fire at that port on 
Soph’ Be particulars of which wore wired to

Kobe. A policeman first, dineovered the 
fire at about 1.360 a; 7. when le saw smoke 
coming from the second floor of Messra 
Carlowitz's protiscx, The ‘fire brigade 
arrived’ at two o'clock but, aided by a 
strong wind, . the fire was soon beyond 
According to the ‘Japan Chro- 


burning buildings wero  situatetl almost 
opposite the’ Kohe Clubs Assistance was 
given by forvigneta to save as many of 
Measrs Carlawitz’s books and papers as 
possible, ‘ 

Tho fixo, in apite of the strenuous work 
of tho brigade, soon spread to tho firm's 
godown which was“Aitiated next to the 
oftices and thence to tho matting godown 
also bolonging to Messrs Carlowitz, Both 
these godowns wore full of goods; 

“At this stage, the “ Chronicle”. reports, 
tho efforts of the firemen and Polico were 
directed towards the adjoining godown of 
Messrs De la Camp, in which was stored a 
large quantity of chlorate of potash and 
phosphorus. All the police on duty and a 
numbor of reserves were called out to 
assist in the task‘of getting tho casks of 
chemicals out of the godéwn, and fortu- 
natoly thiswork wassafely and satisfactorily 
accomplished, the’ kegs being piled up 
between tho Recreation Ground and the 
Kobe Club, well away froin the burning 
buildings, Soon after Messrs’ Do la 
Cuup’s godown caught fire, but the brigade 
had by thnt time got the upper band, and 
all danger of the firo spreading any further 
was over by daybreak. It wdi"hot until 
after seven o'clock yesterday iorning that 
the fire was practically out, tHoitgh the 
debris was smouldering * all th tig, the 
afternoon, = 

According to .tho satis fepott, the fire 
originated in abaut the middlo of the 
second or third: floor “bf No.” 194, and was 
probubly caused by a lighteg mateh or ashes 
from a pipe being thrown doiwn by # eoolie 
employed in the godown, The buildings 
destroyed include the four-storied godown, 
the three-storiod office building, and the 
matting godown of Messrs Cnrlowitz, 
together with tho servants’ quarters at the 
roar, and Messrs Dela Camp's golown. The 


area of the buildings destroyed is nearly 


490 tyubé, and tho loss is estimated at 


‘-¥120,000, It was stated yestorday that to 
‘rebuild the premises in the same style 


would probably cost nearly double this 
amount, The loss incurred by the destruc- 
tion of the contynts of the godowns, cte.,

THE NEW VICEROY. 
Axtuoven too much importance should 
not be attached to tho visit of H; E. 
Chang Jen Chun to this port, the fact 
that the Viceroy of the Tio Kwang has 
decided to break his journey at Hong- 
kong is in itsclf a hopeful sign. This 
Colony is, by reason of its geographical 
position, deeply interested in tho ad- 
toinistration of aflaira in the neighbour. 
ing provinces. The development of the 
West River trade is a matter of consider 
able importance to Hongkong. Had the 
waterways been efficiently policed for 
the past couple of years wo have no 
hesitation in saying that the trade would 
have increased much yore rapidly thon 
was the case under the indifferent rule 
of Shum. That official never really 
seemed to have his heart in his work 
and the result was that during the 
latter portion of his term pirates and 
bandits did pretty much as they liked. 
The opportunity should be seized to 
enlist the interest of the Viceroy in this 
matter, and, if possible, to extract a pro- 
mise from him that vigorous efforts will 
be made to render the lives and property 
of foreigners safo in any part of the 
territory under his juriadiction, But 
‘this, though highly important, is but 
one of the many matters which may be 
more satisfactorily dealt with at 2 per- 
sonal interview between the Gorernor 
and the Viceroy than by the usual tedious 
diplomatic, process,

aite near Ma Tou Kok, where tho 
drainage, which was of a somewhat 
offonsive nature, could bo discharged into 
water of considerable dopth. At the sama 
time, it: was proposed to make tho now 
laughter houso more than twice the size 
of the present one snd to add separate 
@heds for tha accommodation of 400 ewine 
and 200 sheep or goata, for which no spocial 
provision oxisted in the present dopdt. 
Tho shed for cattle would necommodato 
120 head, boing of tho same dimonsions ay 

~ the existing cattle shed, which was howovor 
utilised to « considerable oxtont for the 
housing of swine, &. It would be quite 
poasiblo to defer the construction of cithor 
tho swina shed or tho sheep shed uutil 
some future time as it was intendod to 
approprinte o large area of land which 
-would onable future oxtonsions to be 

“carried out. 

The ostimated cost of providing the ac- 
commodation tated above, including com- 
ponration to some squattora who would bo 
dislodged, the preparation of the site and 
ita enolosure by walls and fences, an {soln 
tion shed, tho necessary officos, and repairs 
to an oxisting house to ronder it suitahlo 
for an inspoctor’s quarters, was $75,000, 

The Committee unanimously agreed to 
recommend that tho whole of the works 
included in the above cstimato be proceed- 
od with ot unce and that access to the now 
dopdt be provided hy a road from the 
Kowloon City Road. 

The Chairman submitted proposal for 
adding another storey to the uxisting school 
building at tho junction of Pokfulam Road 
and High Street, to provide additional 
accommodation for pupile, which the 
Tospector of Schools had ropresontod was 
urgently required, .The csatimatod cost of 
the work was $7,100. 

Tho Committeo unanimously approved 
af tho plan.
